Introduction 


When taking up a broad and retrospective view 
it seems that 'some or other' external challenge 
characterises each and every year in the life of 
a diverse and multi-faceted institution such as 
the Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery. 

What must remain the key driver, however, is 
that ambitious challenge we set for ourselves 
recurrently, being the mission we have to lead 
intellectual and creative development through the 
understanding of natural and cultural heritage. 

So across a year rich in challenges the QVMAG 
has once again 'punched well above its weight' 
within its regional context. 

Few things could be more effective in achieving 
this than the launch of our new Community 
History and Library Centre at Inveresk, a simply 
exceptional cultural heritage resource for 
northern Tasmania. 

Rich collections such as ours, be they delicate 
documents carefully housed within Community 
History or huge and crude items of industrial 
heritage significance, take a great measure of 
care and readers of this report will note the great 
progress achieved in collection management. 

Tasks such as item registration, electronic 
databasing, auditing, storage, re-housing, 
cataloguing, condition reporting, producing 
collection guides and object conservation and 
restoration all remain the core enterprise of the 
QVMAG. 

Increasingly the talented museum staff who 
are involved in these activities also take up 
leading roles in coordinated state-wide and 
national initiatives. The experience they gain in 
preserving the Museum's own collections, and 
better enabling public access to them, is shared 
through outreach advice services, just as many of 
the collection items make a direct contribution 
to national exhibitions and research initiatives 
through extensive outward loans. 


In continuing to develop the Museum's collections, 
through significant and generous acquisitions and 
donations, we recognise the sterling support of the 
Friends of the Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery, 
the Launceston Art Foundation and the Plomley 
Foundation. 

Public support is also essential if a leadership position 
is desired, and the Museum's record visitor numbers— 
greatly assisted through major touring exhibitions like 
The da Vinci Machines, Astonishing Animals and The 
Waterhole —have provided a wonderful platform. 
Typically, the QVMAG has added learning value to 
these popular exhibitions through an excellent range 
of educational programs, kits, workshops, tours and 
publications. 

For northern Tasmanian communities the Museum 
continues to be a cultural and creative hub - the place 
where one has the opportunity to hear the very latest 
from Tim Flannery first-hand, to come together in 
orange for Harmony Day, or to listen to one of the 
world's best string quartets through the Musica North 
Concert Series. 

Regardless of whether a particular event has been 
programmed by the Museum, enabled through one of 
our many joint-associations, or simply hosted within 
a Royal Park or Inveresk venue - these events range 
wide, across play readings and weekend workshops 
on graphic arts or handmade books, to a Breast 
Cancer Network forum or an Indonesian cultural 
event. 

Just on astronomy alone the choices for Museum 
patrons have included the 'serious' lecture by our 
Curator of Physical Sciences, Martin George, through 
to 'Twinkle, Twinkle Little Star' as the topic of one of 
Daphnie Mitchell's highly regarded Playgroup sessions. 
Regular features like the Morning Coffee Lecture 
Series have presented lectures spanning watch¬ 
making and organic farming, while the School Holiday 
Program has incorporated everything from live snakes 
to backyard bugs. 
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On behalf of the Museum's talented and 
dedicated staff and volunteers I trust that this 
Annual Report clearly re-articulates the standing 
of the QVMAG, not just within its own northern 
Tasmanian community, but throughout the State 
of Tasmania and across the nation. It then links 
with fellow cultural institutions, and those who 
are curious, all over the world. The simple (and 
massive) three-fold increase in QVMAG website 
visits across 2005-06 is testimony to the breadth 
of our connectedness.

Museum highlights 


Activities 

• The Museum attracted a record number of 
visitors for the year with 127 511 people 
attending exhibitions and events at the 
Museum's two sites. More than one million 
people visited by way of the Museum website 
and staff answered over 14 000 enquiries from 
members of the public. 

• The Museum's much awaited Community 
History and Library centre officially opened at 
Inveresk in July 2005. After several years of 
planning and building this area was opened 
to the public and received an overwhelmingly 
positive response. It is a splendid facility for 
collections and will provide greatly enhanced 
research and learning opportunities for the 
community. 

• The exhibition A Friends Selection, developed 
by Museum staff and presented from July 
2005, celebrated the 21st anniversary of the 
Friends of the Queen Victoria Museum and 
Art Gallery. The Friends has become a highly 
valued body which, during its 21 years, has 
committed funds of over $256 000. These 
funds have assisted in developing Museum 
collections and financing capital works projects 
and exhibitions. The Friends also provide great 
support for the Museum through volunteers 
and corporate memberships.

• October 2005 was Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month and the Museum, in partnership with 
St Lukes Health, brought the impact of breast 
cancer to the community's attention. The 
exhibition Warrior Women, presented at the 
Museum's Inveresk site, was the result of a 
group of Victorian women working with artists 
to explore their experiences of breast cancer. 

In conjunction with the exhibition Warrior 
Women a range of new partnerships were 
established which resulted in the Museum 
facilitating the Australia Cancer Council's Pink 
Ribbon Breakfast, the Breast Cancer Network 
Australia's Mini-Field of Women and a Breast 
Cancer Network Australia's Awareness Forum. 

• Two exhibits, relating to historic Chinese Tin 
Miner's sites in Tasmania's north-east were 
installed at Scottsdale Ecocentre and St Helens 
History Room. These exhibits are the end result 
of a very successful partnership between the 
Museum and Forestry Tasmania consisting of 
substantial research, excavation, conservation 
and interpretation work. 

• The Museum cafe at Royal Park reopened 
through a new community partnership. Cafe 
Choice at the QVMAG, operated by Choice

Acquisitions 


Employment, is a training facility for young 
people with support needs and people with 
disabilities, and has proven to be extremely 
successful and very well supported by the 
community. 

• Launceston City Council's It's About Us 2006 
celebrations drew heavily upon the QVMAG 
collections for both Museum and external 
research projects. This was an important and 
very popular event for the city, with the aim 
of re-discovering the city's past, shaping the 
future and encouraging community pride. The 
celebrations were launched with a series of 
postcards, the historical component of which 
was drawn from QVMAG collections. 

• Rhonda Hamilton and Ross Smith of the 
Museum's Community History Section were 
involved extensively throughout the year 
preparing a four-part exhibition series titled 
Launceston through the eyes of artists and 
photographers , the Museum's contribution to 
It's About Us 2006. 

• The Museum was proud to be the first 
Australian venue to host the international 
travelling exhibition The da Vinci Machines: 
the designs and inventions of a genius. With 
over 25 interactive exhibits modelled on the 
drawings of Leonardo da Vinci, this exhibition 
attracted large numbers of visitors to Inveresk. 
The exhibition was enhanced through 
community partnerships with local graphic 
design company Mobilewraps, the Examiner 
newspaper, and Tamar Ridge Wines. 

• The unveiling of a bronze memorial 
sculpture, dedicated to children sent from 
Britain to Tasmania as part of the British and 
Commonwealth Child Migration Schemes, 
was held in the Migration Gallery at Inveresk 
on 4 October 2005. The sculpture was made 
by Thai sculptor Noppadon Viroonchatapun— 
artist-in-residence at the University of 
Tasmania's School of Art. 


• A collection of 21 works by Garry Greenwood 
(1943-2005) was donated by Lyn Evans under 
the Cultural Gifts Program. Dating from about 
1987-97, these works display a selection 

of Garry Greenwood's leather sculptures, 
wall panels, costume items and playable 
musical instruments. They provide an insight 
into the diversity, stylistic development and 
creative facility of the artist's internationally 
recognized practice over this key period. This 
significant donation supports and compliments 
existing works in the Museum's collection and 
enables a broader understanding of Garry 
Greenwood's work. 

• Launceston-born nationally recognised 
textile artist, Barbara Macey, donated two 
of her early quilts entitled Zig Zag Number 2 
(1974) and Dream Series 1—Over and Over 
(1989). For over 30 years, the artist has been 
developing and expressing her visual language 
through art quilt making. As a pioneer in this 
field, Barbara Macey has been unfettered by 
existing conventions and traditions and has 
consequently developed a unique identifiable 
style.

• A cabinet entitled You Don't Know 
What You've Got Till Its Gone (2005) by 
internationally acclaimed American furniture 
designer and artist, Wendy Maruyama, has 
been donated by John Smith. Incorporating 
digital media in the form of early film excerpts 
of the last captive Thylacine (Tasmanian Tiger) 
and materials such as lead and fur, the work 
deals with the loss and decimation of animal 
species due to the actions of humankind. The 
cabinet was inspired by time spent in Tasmania 
and the stories relating to the disappearance 
of the Thylacine. 

• The acquisition of a painted table top 
attributed to Tasmanian artist Isobel Oldham 
(1867-1958) was supported by the Friends of 
the Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery. 
Painted in oils, this table top is indicative of the 
types of painted furniture being undertaken in 
Tasmania in the last half of the 19th century 
and the early 20th century. This outstanding 
example of the artist's work, features species 
of Tasmanian wildflowers depicted in 
identifiable detail in an exuberant wreath. 


• In a show of recognition for the importance of 
local history Mr and Mrs Harry Stacpoole, Mr 
and Mrs Scott Millen, Dr and Mrs Eric Ratcliff, 
Mr and Mrs John Millwood, Mr Peter Woof, 

Mr Robert Henley and Mr Michael McWilliams 
jointly purchased a gold badge, which entitled 
Members of Parliament to free transport on 
the Tasmanian railways during the early 1900s, 
and gifted it to the Museum and the City of 
Launceston. The badge belonged to Peter 
McCrackan, a Launceston businessman who 
was elected to Launceston's Municipal Council 
in 1894, served as Mayor in 1896 and became 
Legislative Council Member for Launceston in 
1904. The badge dates from that office. 

• The purchase through the generous support 
of the Launceston Art Foundation of four 
major pieces of art including Peter Schouten's 
Kakapo and with works by Ian North, Philip 
Wolfhagen and Joanna Pinkiewicz.

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The Collections 


The Museum serves as a major centre for 
the collection, conservation and exhibition 
of Tasmania's natural, historical and cultural 
heritage. It collects, researches and disseminates 
information in four major areas: Arts, Humanities, 
Natural Sciences and Physical Sciences. 

Arts 

Includes paintings, works on paper and sculpture 
from all periods, the historical Australian and 
international decorative arts collections, and 
the contemporary Australian craft and design 
collections. 

Provides information to a wide variety of 
individuals and organisations as well as 
undertaking research with particular emphasis 
on Tasmanian historical and contemporary 
art, Tasmanian historical decorative arts and 
contemporary Australian craft and design. 

Humanities 

Includes the collections of Tasmanian documents, 
photographs and ephemera that are primarily 
concerned with the northern region of the 
State, as well as the collections of material 
culture of Tasmania since European settlement, 
incorporating the ethnography, technology and 
archaeology collections. 

Provides information to a wide variety of research 
workers, organisations and individuals, as well as 
undertaking research, with a particular emphasis 
on Tasmanian photography, and industrial and 
social history. An important, area of activity is the 
development of the Oral History Collection. 

Natural Sciences 

Includes the collections of Botany, Geology and 
Zoology, with collections mainly of Tasmanian 
origin but also including material from mainland 
Australia and overseas. 


Provides information to a number of government 
agencies, research workers, community groups 
and the general public as well as undertaking 
research in the taxonomy of invertebrate fossils 
in Tasmania and the taxonomy and ecology of 
Tasmanian flora and fauna. 

Physical Sciences 

Includes the Launceston Planetarium, which 
incorporates both the Planetarium theatre and 
the solar telescope facility. 

Provides information on astronomical matters and 
contributes to international research programs. 

Collection Management 

• 3235 items were added to the Museum's 
databases. 

• The Museum took part in the Joint Tasmanian 
Archives Consultative Forum. As part of the 
work of this Forum its members produced 

a Private Records Collection Policy. This 
continues the very useful relationships 
developed amongst Tasmanian collecting 
organisations in ensuring best practice and 
shared responsibilities in collecting, preserving 
and accessing our cultural heritage. 

• New storage cabinets were installed to house 
the Museum's extensive firearm collection. This 
collection has been audited and all records 
are now available electronically through the 
Museum's collections database. 

• The Ethnography store at Inveresk was audited 
and new shelving installed to store the re¬ 
housed items included in the online Museum 
Collection Guides. 

• A collection of archaeological material from 
the land-based site associated with the 
shipwreck of the Sydney Cove was catalogued 
under funding from the Department of Parks 
and Wildlife. 
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• Emphasis has been placed on processing the 
extensive backlog of donated material held 
by the Community History Section. This work 
concentrated on the Community History Series 
which maintains the integrity of large related 
collections with the production of Collection 
Guides. This year nine Guides were produced, 
the largest number ever processed in one year. 
The Guides included recently acquired material 
as well as donations held over for a number of 
years. 

• The Museum's conservation staff worked on 
Storage Survey Stage 1: Surveying the QVMAG 
Collections. All collections were surveyed to 
identify storage-related problems. 

• Renovations to the Museum's Vertebrate Store 
were undertaken to make more effective use 
of available storage space and to improve 
storage conditions. Additional cabinets were 
installed to house the mollusc dry collection. 

• Re-furbishment of the Vertebrate Spirit Store 
was undertaken with improvements made to 
facilitate movement and maintenance, when 
necessary, of stainless steel tanks as well as 
drums. 

• Several areas of the Museum's zoological 
collections have been subject to re¬ 
organisation during the past year in order 
to maximise the effective use of limited 


storage space and to facilitate improved 
documentation. These collections include; 
pinned insects, dry mammals, eggs, nests, fish 
and molluscs. 

• A large collection of predominantly 
invertebrate specimens from northern 
Tasmanian ports was securely re-housed 
in new vials and will be merged with the 
Museum's existing collections. 

• The first Disaster Recovery and Salvage 
Workshops were held to instruct Museum 
staff in the correct methods of response to 
a disaster threat to Museum buildings and 
collections. 

Collection Development 

• 124 donations were accepted into the 
Museum's collections. These donations ranged 
from a swimsuit worn for a local swimming 
club in the 1930s, to an atomic absorption 
spectrophotometer built by the CSIRO, to 
significant works of fine and decorative arts. 

• Forestry Tasmania deposited a large quantity 
of predominantly invertebrate specimens 
arising from their ongoing studies of forest 
sites throughout the State. This batch of 
approximately 700 samples represents an 
important resource of terrestrial invertebrate 
material for research workers both within and 
outside the Museum, and reflects QVMAG's 
continued close association with Forestry 
Tasmania. 

• The Freshwater Survey Unit of the Dept of 
Primary Industry, Water and Environment 
deposited batches of invertebrate specimens 
from their Tasmania-wide stream-monitoring 
program. These specimens, sorted and 
identified to Family level, if not better, 
represent an addition of approximately 
1000 lots to QVMAG's existing Zoological 
collections. 












• Ten oral history recordings, presented through 
the Morning Coffee Series, were incorporated 
into the collections. 

Collection Research 

• A number of collection guides were prepared 
with the aim of improving physical and 
electronic access to important Museum 
collections through historical research, 
registration and rehousing. This year the 
following guides were undertaken: 

•Historic taxidermy 

• Surveying 

• Sydney Cove land site 

• Research was conducted for the forthcoming 
exhibition The Painted Photograph. Guest 
Curator John McPhee spent four weeks at 
the Museum working closely with staff to 
identify potential works, undertaking extensive 
provenance research and visiting several 
private collections. 

• Glenda King, Curator of Decorative Arts and 
Design, undertook research through the 
Museum archives and the Plomley Collection 
in relation to the Museum's collection of 
Tasmanian Aboriginal shell necklaces. 

• Research continued on Australian Clubionid 
spiders, millipedes, and marine molluscs of 
Tasmania. 

• A large number of visiting researchers were 
allowed access to Museum collections during 
the year. 

• The large amount of research associated with 
the Museum's contributions to It's About Us 
2006 resulted in a far wider understanding 
of key pictorial images of Launceston and 
extended data on the works featured in those 
exhibitions. 


• Research continued into Tasmanian Sporting 
history with a focus on Tasmanians who have 
taken part in Empire and Commonwealth 
Games. As a result of this ongoing research 
the Museum's collection of sporting material 
continues to develop and attract a great deal 
of interest from members of the public. 

• Editing of the draft of the Bea Maddock 
Catalogue Raisonne continued. This milestone 
marked the completion of the majority of the 
research undertaken by Museum staff over 
four years. Consisting of over 200 pages of 
text it contains extensive catalogue entries 

on work produced by the artist between 
1952 and 1983. This research will provide an 
invaluable source of information for scholars 
and the general public throughout Australia. 

Emergency Documentation 

An innovative program at the Museum ensures 
that the rapidly changing face of both urban 
and country areas in Tasmania is recorded for 
the future. Many of the changes are occurring 
because of altering economic and social 
conditions in industries and community facilities 
which are no longer viable or relevant. Frequently 
the Museum is made aware of the situation at 
short notice and a quick response is needed. 

The documentation program has recorded a 
number of these transitions in recent years. 

The program may involve photographic 
documentation of sites, work practices and 
people, the acquisition of memorabilia, records 
and objects, archaeological site recording and 
oral history interviews. 

During the year the following documentation 
projects were undertaken: 

• Launceston Swimming Centre, Launceston 

• Coal Mine, Avoca 

• Ulysses Club AGM, Ulverstone 
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Collection Conservation 


The Museum's Conservation section—including 
Objects, Paper and Paintings Conservation—was 
very active preparing items for exhibitions at 
both the Inveresk and Royai Park sites. Services 
provided by these departments include: 

• condition reporting 

• relocating objects 

• providing advice about environmental control, 
pest management, display methods, suitability 
of display materials and OH&S issues 

• conservation and restoration treatments 

• installation of items. 

Major projects undertaken by the Conservation 
section included: 

• Assessment, conservation or preparation of 
over 920 items throughout the year. 

• The restoration of a watercolour by Frederick 
Strange dating from 1859 - View of 
Launceston looking East from Cataract Hill. 
The conservation treatment took around four 
months and involved complex treatments 
including; over-paint and varnish removal, 
immersion in ethanol baths, de-acidification, 
flattening, in-fills, in-painting, mounting and 
reframing. 



• The Tonelli bust, a marble bust recently 
received by the Museum via the Grange 
Museum in London, was conserved by Ali 
Aedy under the supervision of Linda Clark. Al 
also curated the public display of the bust in 
the Art Gallery. 

• Extensive conservation treatment of 23 
drawings on charcoal for the exhibition Hugh 
Ramsay 1877-1906: a prodigious talent. 
Treatment included removal of accretions, 
de-acidification, in-fills and flattening. 

• Completion of the conservation treatment 
of all the oil painting on photographs from 
the Museum's collection for the up-coming 
Painted Photograph exhibition, including 
reframing of the large painting Sir Richard 
Dry, 1885 by Robert Dowling into its original 
frame.

Public Programs 


The Public Programs department initiated or 
worked with the Museum's curatorial staff, the 
Education service, the Gallery Guide program and 
a variety of community organisations to present 
and promote an active event program. 

The Museum provides a wide range of public 
activities as part of its exhibition program. It also 
presents special programs that encourage the 
community's access to and enjoyment of the 
resources of the Museum. These activities aim to 
address the diversity of backgrounds and interests 
within the Museum audience. 

The successful presentation of monthly Morning 
Coffee Lectures continued. These feature a 
variety of speakers presenting Oral Histories of 
Launceston, which were preceded by talks on 
selected works in the Fine and Decorative Art 
Collections as the Guides' Choice of the Month. 

The Public Programs section also undertook 
responsibility for marketing activities of the 
Museum. Contacts within the tourism, media and 
convention sectors continued to be developed. 
The familiarisation program for journalists 
and convention operators was expanded. An 
advertising campaign targeting tourists in 
particular was maintained.

As part of the ongoing focus on its youth 
audience, and by exploring and promoting 
video-and audiovisual-based exhibitions, the 
Museum presented Fracture [Symptoms Beyond 
the Visual], This video-based installation was 
created by Matthew Perkins, one of Australia's 
leading new media artists and Coordinator of 
Photomedia at the Faculty of Art & Design, 
Monash University. 


The Museum's Public Programs Section provides 
administrative support for the Friends of the 
Museum. Communication with members of the 
Friends continues on a monthly basis. 

Youth Programs 

A dance party, Colour the Noise, was held at 
Inveresk as the final major event for the Youth 
Audience Development Program in 2005. 
Through the assistance of the Youth Advisory 
Committee (YAC), this highly successful event 
was the culmination of a number of workshops 
and events. Artists Robert Ikin and Josie Richards 
held workshops to create large scale installations 
made from recycled materials and moving 


The exhibition UnsharpJJnconscious, held in 
the Museum's Ian Potter Gallery, presented 
large format digital prints by a selection of 
Australia's leading digital artists. Through these 
digitally printed works the artists aimed to reveal 
something fictional and unknown. The exhibition 
was curated by Matthew Perkins, Coordinator 
of Photomedia at the Faculty of Art & Design, 
Monash University. 




















































Point of View was a project which incorporated 
a series of creative writing workshops with 
Tasmanian writer Alan Taylor. Students from local 
colleges, inspired by Taylor, produced creative 
writing works in response to three paintings in 
the Museum's exhibition Aspects of Tasmanian 
Art. These pieces of writing, based on artworks 
by Bea Maddock and David Chapman, were 
collated to produce three small, free publications 
for visitors. These small booklets provided gallery 
visitors different points of view when looking at 
those works on display. 

Outreach Activities 

In 2005-06 the Museum's outreach program: 

• presented 54 lectures, workshops and 
information sessions to 11 920 people outside 
the Museum's venues. These events, presented 
to community groups, service clubs, other 
institutions and members of the general 
public, took place in many towns throughout 
Tasmania as well as interstate; 

• made loans of 1110 animal specimens to 
schools and other institutions; 

• regularly participated in radio talkback shows; 

• regularly commented in newspaper and 
magazine articles and specialist publications; 

• regularly visited schools; 

• provided identification of specimens of 
quarantine concern to Government and local 
council departments; 

• provided advice to institutions and individuals. 

Community Support 

• The Museum played a major role in 
Launceston City Council's It's About Us 2006 
program, celebrating the bicentenary of 

the founding of Launceston. The Museum 
hosted a number of exhibitions prepared by 
guest curators as well as preparing a series 
of four exhibitions of Launceston's artists and 
photographers. Two of these exhibitions have 


been presented to date and have proved to be 
extremely popular with Museum visitors. 

• Public Programs manager Kaye Dowling, was 
a member of the Its About Us 2006 selection 
panel. 

• QVMAG Oral History curator Jill Cassidy was 

a panel member for Talking Communities, the 
20th International Conference for Historical 
Studies, Sydney July 2005. 

• Rhonda Hamilton, Curator of the Community 
History section of the Museum, was on 

the selection panel for nominations for the 
Examiner newspaper's 200 Great Tasmanians 
in November 2005. 

• The Museum's Community History section 
hosted a Masters student from the School 
of Computer and Information Science, Edith 
Cowan University, for their practicum. 

• Staff continued to promote the collections 
through regular commitments particularly with 
ABC Radio and the Examiner's regular features 
Way Back When and The Launceston Family 
History Album. 

• Danielle Grossman prepared six stories 
throughout the year for publication in the King 
Island Courier, based on Community History 
collections. 

• The Launceston Planetarium has continued 
to be an important source of astronomical 
information, providing, for example, sunrise 
and sunset data to newspapers and television 
stations. The Curator of Physical Sciences, 
Martin George, continued to deal with 
astronomical enquiries, including rising and 
setting times of the Sun and the Moon for 
legal investigations; requests for computations 
from people and organisations doing research; 
and general public enquiries about the night 
sky.

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Education 


Playgroup 


The Museum's Education Section is responsible 
for the provision of educational programs to 
encourage learning opportunities and enjoyment 
of our natural and cultural heritage. 

Highlights 

Two exhibitions in particular proved to be very 
popular with schools this year. At Royal Park, 

The Waterhole, an exhibition of original works 
by children's author Graeme Base, and at 
Inveresk, The da Vinci Machines: the inventions 
and designs of a genius, featuring interactive 
models based on Leonardo da Vinci's sketches. 
These exhibitions attracted almost 200 school 
groups involving over 5100 students. Many of 
these groups also took advantage of associated 
educational programs which offered a number of 
different workshops and tours. 

Snapshots of Remote Communities is an initiative 
developed in partnership with the National 
Museum of Australia targeting schools in isolated 
areas with small enrolment numbers. The 
program, coordinated by the Museum's Education 
Section, provides each student with a camera to 
record local community events with the resulting 
exhibition being shown at both the Museum's 
Inveresk site and the participating school. Schools 
involved in the exhibition were Bruny Island, Cape 
Barren Island, Avoca, Maydena and Kempton 
Primary Schools. 

The Museum's volunteer Gallery Guides, 
coordinated by the Education Section, had an 
extremely successful intake of seven new guides. 
Each of these new volunteers participated in an 
extensive training program specifically developed 
by the guides for the QVMAG. Many hours of 
research and consultation with other museums 
in Australia contributed to the production of a 
professional training manual. 


Playgroup continues to engage young children 
and their carers while introducing them to 
exhibitions showing at QVMAG through activities 
such as art, craft and storytelling. Playgroup 
has become increasingly popular and additional 
sessions are now part of the permanent program. 

The three targeted areas of growth this year 
were school kindergarten and pre-school groups, 
creches, and community playgroups. A direct 
marketing campaign and the availability of 
additional sessions facilitated a significant growth 
in the participation of the targeted audience. 

Museum Learning Centre 

The Museum Learning Centre is located next 
to the Education Section and has become an 
integral and vital part of the Museum with a 
diverse range of uses, from art-based workshops 
to a meeting room for educators. The Learning 
Centre has proved most valuable for rural schools 
who may book the area to continue set activities, 
or take part in workshops specially designed to 
enhance the museum/educational experience. 

PlayZone 

This space at Inveresk is a welcoming break for 
parents and carers with younger children. Here 
children under six can play or share a story within 
the Museum environment. 

Holiday Programs 

The Museum's school holiday programs continue 
to be popular with a broad range of activities 
being offered. Regular programs such as Snakes, 
Turtles and Lizards continue to be extremely well 
attended, and new sessions designed around 
exhibitions such as the Astonishing Adventures 
workshop—presented by a group of students 
from the School of Visual and Performing Arts— 
was a delight to experience. In this program the 
students encouraged children to dress up, role- 
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Animal Loans 


play and sing while learning about the various 
animals depicted in the exhibition Astonishing 
Animals. 

In October 2005, Hobart artist, Prue Hutton, 
conducted an adult workshop in book-making 
which was fully booked and very much enjoyed 
by all the participants. 

Education Kits 

Educational resources were developed for each 
of the major travelling exhibitions hosted by the 
Museum this year. Activity cards or education 
kits were available to each of the visiting school 
groups and were very well received. Where 
possible the Education Kits are also available to 
download from the Museum's website providing 
the opportunity for all virtual visitors to access 
Museum resources. 


The animal loans outreach program has 
introduced more flexible borrowing periods of 
between four and five weeks. This has proven 
very popular with distant schools and has seen a 
large increase in those participating, particularly 
from north-west Tasmania. Child care centres 
have also become consistent borrowers which is a 
very positive development for this program. 

The Terry Woodward Art Gallery 

Artstart has continued to attract support from 
primary schools in the north as well as the 
general public with most openings catering to 
approximately 100 people. The three exhibitions 
that were opened this year included themes such 
as Pictures Tell Stories, Astonishing Animals and 
Nature in Danger. 

The QVMAG was very proud to have local writer 
Tim Thorne open Pictures Tell Stories with a very 
thought provoking and entertaining speech, 
engaging the audience completely.

Information Services 


The Museum website continued to receive a 
large number of hits throughout the year. In 
total the site registered over 1,166,000 hits, with 
213,998 requests for pages. The maintenance 
and updating of the Museum website is the 
resposiblity of the QVMAG Library. It provides 
up-to-date information on exhibitions and 
activities at both Royal Park and Inveresk. Visitors 
to the website can view a listing of Museum 
publications, information on access and facilities 
at both Museum sites, details of education and 
public programs and the activities of the Friends 
of the Museum. 

Efforts continue to enhance the depth of 
collection and exhibition information available 
online. Production of a number of History 
Collection Guides is complete and two of these— 
Convict Costume and Trade Union Banners —are 
now available. 


A new version of the Tasmanian multipedes 
website—created and updated by Research 
Associate Dr Robert Mesibov—was added during 
the year. 

The addition of downloadable education kits has 
allowed schools access to Museum education 
material.

The year commenced with the 21st anniversary of 
the Friends of the QVMAG celebrated in style at 
the opening of the exhibition A Friends Selection 
in July. Highlighting the significant contribution 
made by The Friends to the development of the 
Museum's collections, the exhibition was an 
eclectic range of items from all collection areas.

• the Les Hill Collection, including footage and 
photos of Tasmanian wildlife and the Hill 
family, and photographic equipment. 

An initiative of the Friends for Launceston's It's 
About Us 2006 celebrations was the Friends 
Sculpture Project which aimed to acknowledge 
the vital role played by the Queen Victoria 
Museum and Art Gallery in the cultural life of the 
city and to create a symbolic bridge between the 
Museum's two sites, at Inveresk and Royal Park.

Plomley Foundation 

This Foundation was established in 1984 through 
the generosity of the noted historian Mr NJB 
(Brian) Plomley, with the express intention of 
encouraging research into Tasmania's natural 
and cultural heritage. The Foundation has 
had a profound impact upon the Museum's 
research, collection management and acquisition 
capabilities.

Philip Archer Trust 

Established in 2001 with funds from the late 
Philip Archer, this Trust has as its objective the 
conservation of Tasmania's technological heritage. 
During the year the following projects were 
undertaken: 

• stage two of the conservation of a British 
United Traction Trolley Bus, No. 311, was 
completed; 

• restoration began on the Museum's Marshall 
portable traction engine (in partnership with 
TAFE Tasmania).

Appendix 1 

Freedom of Information 

The Tasmanian Freedom of Information Act 1991 applied 
to all local government sectors in Tasmania from 1 January 
1994. The position authorised to make decisions under 
the Act, relevant to Museum Records, is the Curator, 
Community History. No requests for access were received 
during the year 2005-06. 

Appendix 2 

Acquisition Code and Policy 

The Acquisition Code requires that both the Code and 
Policy be reviewed every two years. The revised Code 
and Policy as adopted by the Launceston City Council 21 
February 2005 are set out below. 

Acquisition Code 

1. Museums and art galleries have a very distinctive 
role in collecting, preserving, researching 

and communicating to the wide community, 
students and scholars original evidence of our 
natural and cultural heritage. 

2. The origins of the collections of the Queen 
Victoria Museum and Art Gallery date back to 
the middle of the nineteenth century. Since 
that time, they have developed as an important 
component of Tasmania's and Australia’s natural 
and cultural heritage. 

3. The Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery will 
make acquisitions consistent with the Museum's 
mission, which is: 

To be a leader in the intellectual and 
creative development of Launceston and 
the State by increasing our enjoyment and 
understanding of our natural and cultural 
heritage. 

4. The Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery's 
collections are made for the following purposes: 

(a) To be an archival record of: 

• the artistic heritage of the people 
of Tasmania 

• the material culture of the peoples 
who now and previously inhabited 
Tasmania and adjacent lands 

• the living and past faunas and 
floras of Tasmania and adjacent 
lands and seas 

• the minerals and rocks which make 
up Tasmania 


(b) to be a source of material for researching 
the fields of art, decorative arts and crafts, 
Tasmanian history, archaeology, ethnography, 
geology, zoology and botany. 

(c) to be a source of materials and ideas for 
educational programs, particularly exhibitions. 

5. The Launceston City Council, as owner of 
the Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery, 
will adopt and publish a written statement 
of its acquisition policy in respect of works of 
art and museum specimens. This policy shall 
be reviewed at least once every two years. 
Acquisition outside the stated policy shall only 
be made in exceptional circumstances. 

6. The Council supports the principles of the 
UNESCO Convention on the means of 
prohibiting and preventing the illicit import, 
export and transfer of ownership of Cultural 
Property, 1970, acceded to by Australia in 1990. 

7. The Council will not acquire, whether by 
purchase, gift, bequest or exchange any work 
of art or object unless the responsible officer is 
satisfied that the Museum can acquire a valid 
title to the specimen in question, and that, 

in particular, it has not been acquired in, or 
exported from, its country of origin (and/or any 
intermediate country in which it may have been 
legally owned) in violation of that country's 
laws. 

8. So far as biological and geological material 
is concerned, the Council will not acquire by 
any direct or indirect means any specimen 
that has been collected, sold or otherwise 
transferred in contravention of any national 
or international wildlife protection or natural 
history conservation law or treaty of Australia 
or any other country, except with the express 
consent of an appropriate outside authority. 

9. If appropriate and feasible, the same tests as are 
outlined in paragraphs 5 and 6 above will be 
applied in determining whether to accept loans 
for exhibitions or other purposes. 

10. The Council recognises the need for cooperation 
and consultation between museums and art 
galleries with similar or overlapping interests 
and collecting policies, and will seek to 
consult with such institutions both on specific 
acquisitions where a conflict of interest is 
thought possible, and, more generally, on 
defining areas of specialisation. 





Acquisition policy 


In addition, significance will also be 
determined by considering: 


1.0 Introduction 

1.1 The Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery 
has a special responsibility to preserve and 
exhibit material evidence of the natural and 
cultural history of Tasmania. The Museum's 
collecting policy recognises this as its primary 
responsibility. However, in some limited areas 
a better understanding of Tasmania's natural 
and cultural heritage will be provided by the 
acquisition of material from beyond the State. 
For this reason as well as for historic reasons, 
the Museum already has significant collections 
of material from beyond Tasmania. Such areas 
are very closely defined in the Acquisition Policy. 

1.2 In developing its collections, the Museum will: 

• reflect the cultural diversity of Tasmania 

• reflect the histories and experiences of 
Tasmanian culture within a national and 
international framework 

• seek to research, document and maintain 
the collections to the highest standards 
resources permit 

• seek to make the collections accessible 
through exhibitions, loans, publications 
and on-line collection access. 

1.3 The suitability of all objects proposed for 
acquisition will be assessed against stated 
selection criteria as appropriate for each 
collection area. In acquiring objects for its 
collection, the Museum shall consider items 
for which it can adequately care and store and 
which are not beyond recognisably achievable 
conservation requirements. 

1.4 The Queen Victoria Museum and Art Gallery 
recognises the need to describe the significance 
of the objects in its collection using a consistent 
and widely accepted methodology. As part of 
the acquisition process, each object entering 
the collection of the Museum will be considered 
in terms of its historic, aesthetic, scientific and 
social values to determine how its meaning is 
understood by people and by communities. The 
Statement of Significance will consider: 

• historic significance 

• aesthetic significance 

• scientific, research or technical significance 

• social or spiritual significance 


• provenance 

• representativeness 

• rarity 

• condition, completeness, intactness 

• interpretative potential 

1.5 Deaccessioning Policy 

The Museum's policies and procedures for 
deaccessioning objects from the collection are 
outlined in a separate policy document entitled: 
Deaccessioning Policy. 

2.0 Collections 

The Museum's collections are managed in eight 
collecting areas: 

• Natural Sciences 

• Fine Arts 

• Decorative Arts and Design 

• Tasmanian History 

• Comparative Cultural 

• Community History 

• Architectural and Engineering Drawings 

• Rare Books 

2.1 Natural Sciences 

Natural sciences within the Museum cover five 
distinct areas, each with their own collection 
goals and spheres of specialisation. These are: 

2.1a Zoology 

Comprehensive collections of 
Tasmanian vertebrate and invertebrate 
fauna with specialist research 
collections from the remainder of 
Australia and beyond in molluscs, 
spiders and mammalian ectoparasites. 

2.1b Botany 

Comprehensive collections of 
Tasmanian plants, including significant 
historical holdings. 

2.1c Geology 

Mineral and rock collections from 
throughout Tasmania with important 
comparative material from interstate 
and overseas. 

2. Id Palaeontology 

A significant collection of fossils from 
Tasmania and important vertebrate 
fossil material from elsewhere in and 
beyond Australia. 







2.1 e Astronomy 

Meteorite and tektite material (as part 
of the Geology collections). 

Subject to nature conservation interests, the Museum 
will continue to collect all kinds of evidence of Tasmanian 
geology, flora and fauna for display, study, reference and 
educational purposes. It is expected that the primary 
source of such material will be controlled and properly 
documented field collecting by Government Agencies, 
Museum staff and research associates. However, 
acquisition (by purchase if necessary) of important 
private or historic collections of Tasmanian natural 
science material of all kinds (including records) is of great 
importance. 

Individual specimens or collections of material from 
elsewhere in Australia will be acquired for education, 
exhibitions and research where they enable a better 
understanding of Tasmania's natural history. 

2.2 Fine Arts 

The fine art collection has three principal 
components, each of which has its own distinct 
collection policy. These components are: 

2.2a Tasmanian Colonial Art 

This collection documents the 
artistic heritage of Tasmania through 
paintings, works on paper and 
sculpture. In this context, 'Tasmanian' 
is considered to include work by 
Tasmanian artists regardless of the 
subject of the painting and work 
depicting Tasmanian subjects by any 
artist. 

2.2b Modern and Contemporary Australian 

Art 

This collection documents the history 
of Australia's postcolonial art of 
aesthetic value through paintings, 
works on paper, sculpture and 
multi-media. Particular emphasis will 
be placed on the achievements of 
Tasmanian artists. 

The Museum has a small but 
significant collection of International 
paintings and works on paper. This 
collection will be maintained. 

2.2 c Frames 

Frames are collected either in their 
own right or in association with the 


item inside the frame. For the most 
part, frames are not collected in their 
own right but are generally associated 
with the item they surround. 

2.3 Decorative Arts and Design 

The Decorative Arts and Design collection has 
four principal components, each of which has its 
own distinct collection policy. These components 
are: 

2.3a Contemporary Craft and Design 
This collection aims to document 
and promote understanding of the 
evolution of contemporary craft 
and design in Australia since 1945 
in all media. Particular emphasis 
will be placed on the achievements 
of Tasmanian practitioners. The 
importance of this collection is 
emphasised by the fact that it is the 
principal such collection in Tasmania. 

Emphasis will be given to collecting 
objects, which illustrate in an 
exemplary way innovation in design, 
construction, and use of materials and 
technologies. 

2.3b Tasmanian Decorative Arts 

This collection is a special component 
of the Museum's history collection 
and documents the material cultural 
heritage of Tasmania with particular 
reference to ceramics, furniture and 
woodwork, textiles and costumes with 
significant aesthetic value. 

2.3c Australian Decorative Arts 

This collection documents the 
evolution of Australian decorative 
arts, particularly through ceramics and 
textiles with significant aesthetic and 
cultural value. The collection focuses 
primarily on objects designed and 
made in Australia pre 1945. 

2.3d International Decorative Arts 

This collection documents in particular 
the development and evolution of 
British, European and Asian decorative 
arts through ceramics, textiles and 
costumes of significant aesthetic value. 
Consideration will be given to the 
work of international practitioners 




post-1945 where their work has had 
a critical and identified influence 
and/or impact on the development of 
Tasmanian and/or national craft and 
design. 

2.4 Tasmanian History Collection 

This collection documents the material cultural 
heritage of the Tasmanian community with 
particular reference to threatened ways of life 
and the northern region of the State. 

2.5 Comparative Cultural Collection 

This collection consists of cultural material 
from communities and societies from beyond 
Tasmania and provides a resource for the 
Museum's education and exhibition programs. 

2.6 Community History Collection 

The Community History collections document 
the cultural heritage of the Tasmanian 
community and reflect the island's diverse and 
changing ways of life with particular reference 
to the northern region of the State. 

2.6a Photographs 

This collection is a comprehensive 
visual record of Tasmania from the 
1840s and includes all photographic 
formats from daguerreotypes onwards. 
A small component of film and video 
supports the visual record. 

2.6b Manuscripts 

This collection has two principal 
components: manuscripts collected as 
single items and collections of textual 
records created or acquired by an 
individual, family or organization. 

It also includes a comprehensive 
collection of 20th century Tasmanian 
ephemera. 

2.6c Oral History 

This unique collection consists of 
recorded interviews, which document 
the achievements of Tasmanians in the 
20th century, and beyond. 

It also includes a small component of 
recorded music. 


2.7 Architectural and Engineering Drawings 
Collection 

This collection documents the built and 
engineering heritage of Tasmania through 
drawings and specifications. 

2.8 Rare Book Collection 

This collection includes books with specific 
historical or cultural value, books of aesthetic 
importance or with a significant provenance.
